T re a c h e ro u s S la u g h te r o f U. S. T ro o p s 
a t F o r t L a rm ir.—Information of an authentic 
character has been received at Jefferson Bar­ 
racks, from Fort Larmie announcing the trea­ 
cherous slaughter of a detachment of United 
States troop#, by the Sioux Indians. 
Our information is that about the middle of 
August a Sioux Indian killed an ox belonging 
to an emigrant, near Fort Larmie. The chief 
thereupon sent a messenger to Lt. Flemming, 
the officer in command of the fort, requesting 
him to send a force to him, and he would de­ 
liver up the offender. Lieut. Grattan, of Co. G. 
6th U. S. infantry, with sergeant Favour, one 
corporal and twenty privates, were detailed on 
this service. They were accompanied by an 
an interpreter. How, or at what place it is not 
stated, but the whole of Lt. Grattan’s party 
were killed without exception. They must 
have been victims of a deliberately contrived 
plot, on the part of the Indians, to waylay and 
murder them. 
In no other way could such a 
number of men have all been killed without at 
least an equal number of the foe having fallen 
in the encounter. The massacre was committed 
on the 18th ult. 
It is also stated, that when the express left, 
Fort Larime was surrounded by Indians, and 
there is reason to fear that it was destroyed by 
them. The garrison numbered one commis­ 
sioned officer and about fifty men; altogether 
too inadequate a force on so exposed a frontier. 
—St. Louis Republican.

In d ep en d en ce, Sept. 9th. 
On the 18th ult., near Fort Larmie, a fight 
occurred between Lieut. Grattan, in command 
of 23 soldiers, and 800 Sioux Indians. All the 
soldiers were killed except one, and he was 
wounded. 
After the battle, the Indians wont to the 
American fur conipauy’s station, and destroyed 
all the goods which they could not carry off, 
amounting to some ten or fifteen thousand dol­ 
lars worth. 
Ii is understood that two companies of 
troops hare been ordered from Fort Riley, to 
the relief of the garrison at Fort Larmie.

TREACHEROUS SLAUGHTER OF TT. S. TROOPS 


AT FORT LARMIE.—Information of an authentic 
character has been 'received at Jeffersou Bar- 
racks, from Fort Larmie announcing the trea- 
cherous slaughter of a detachment of United 
States troopa, by the Sioux Indians. 


Our information is that about the middle of 


August a Sioux Indian killed an ox belonging 
to aa emigrant, near Fort Larmie. The chief 
thereupon sent a messenger to Lt. Flemming, 
the officer in command of the fort, requesting 
him to send a force to him, and he would de- 
liver up the offender.. Lieut. Grattan, of Co. G. 
6th U. S. infantry, with sergeant Favour, one 
corporal and twenty privates, were detailed on 
this service. 
They were nceompanied by an 


an interpreter. How, or at what place it is not 
stated, but the whole of Lt. Grattan's party 
were killed without exception. They must 
have been victims of a deliberately contrived 
plot, on the part of the Indians, to waylay and 
murder them. In no other way could such a 
number of men have all been killed without at 
least an equal number of the foe having fallen 
in the encounter. The massacre was committed 
on the ISth ult. 


It is aUo stated, that when the express left, 


Fort Larime was surrounded by Indians, and 
there is reason to fear that it was destroyed by 
them. The garrison numbered one commis- 
sioned officer and about fifty men ; altogether 
too inadequate a force on so exposed a frontier. 
—St. Louis Republican.

INDEPENDENCE, Sept. 9th. 


On the 18th ult., near Fort Larmie, a fight 


occurred between Lieut. Grattan, in command 
of 23 soldiers, and 800 Sioux Indians. 
All the 


soldiers were killed except one, and he was 
wounded. 


After the battle, the Indians went to the 


American fur company's station, and destroyed 
all the goods which they could not carry off, 
amounting to some ten or fifteen thousand dol- 
lars worth. 
Ii is understood that two companies of 


troops have been ordered from Fort Riley, to 
the relief of the garrison at Fort Larmie.

of its appraised value;" when you open a sheet 
of this kind, coming from n town you never saw, 
what is your conclusion ? Is it not tlmt the 
place has "gone to grass" and had better be 
fenced in for pasture ? Would you be likely to 
think of going there to invest money or do busi- 
ness?—Dayton ffazettr. 


DEATH of MRS. BENTON.—Mrs. Elizabeth 


Denton, wife of Col. Benton, died in Washing- 
ton city on the 12th inst. The St. Lonis News 
furnishes the following facts in relation to the 
life of the deceased : 


Mrs. 
Benton was Miss McDowell, daughter of 


the late Col. James McDowell, of Cherry Val- 
ley, Rockbridge county, Va., a gentleman noted 
for his intelligence, benevolence and worth.— 
She was also sister to ex-governor McDowell, of 
Ya., one of the moat accomplished -gentlemen 
and orators of the nation. 
Mrs. Benton was 


married to Cob»Benton, about the year 1820, 
and she was, at the time of her death, about 
sixty years of age. 
She was the mother of six 


children, who grew to the age of majority, to 
wit: Mrs. Jones, of Washington, Mrs. Col. 
Fremont, Mrs. Jacob, Miss Susan Benton, and 
McDowell and Randolph, two sons,, who have 
died within the last few years, leaving the 
daughters the only surviving children.

tiguous territory, and to be in as compact u form as 
practicable. 


Amend last clause of Section 5 of same Article, as to 


read as follows: "The senate districts shall be num- 
bered in regular series. The senators chosen by the 
present odd numbered districts, in the year 1S54, shall 
hold their offices until the last day of December 1S56. 
The senators chosen by the present even numbered dis- 
tricts, in the year 1855, shall hold their offices until the 
last day of December, 1S68. Thereafter senators shall 
be chosen for the term of four years, but the leg- 
islature at any new apportionment, shall BO clas- 
sify the senators to be elected from any addi- 
tional senate district, which may be formed, that the 
'term of office of all senators elected from even number- 
ed districts, shall expire at the same time, and the 
term of office of all those elected from odd numbered 
districts shall.expire at the same time. 


Amend Section eleven aa to read ns follows: " The 


legislature shall meet at the seat of government once in 
two years, and not oftcner, unless convened by the 
governor." 


Each elector may vote for or Against the first of the 


above named amendments by depositing a ballot con- 
taining the following words : " For amendment to sec- 
tion four," or " against amendment to section four;" and 
for cr against the second of the above amendments by 
depositing a ballot containing the words, " for amend- 
ment to sectio .1 five," or " against amendment to sec- 
tion five;" and for or against the third of the above 
amendments by depositing a ballot containing the 
words " for amendment to section eleven," or "against 
amendment to section eleven." The votes given by 
any elector for or against any or all of said amendments 
shall be on one ballot, and to be deposited in a separate 
box prepared for the purpose. The qualification of the 
electors to be the same, and the votes canvassed and 
returned in the same manner as in election for state 
officers.

AT FOKT L.UIMIK,—Information of on authentic 
character has been "received at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, from Fort Larmic announcing tho trea- 
cherous slaughter of a detachment of United 
States troop?, by the Sioux'Indians.. 


Our information is that about the middle of 


August a Sioux Indian killed an ox belonging 
to an emigrant, near Fort Larmic. The chief 
thereupon sent a messenger to Lt. Flemming, 
tho officer in command of the fort, requesting 
him to send a force to him, and ho would de- 
liver up the offender.. Lieut. Grattan, of Co. G. 
Oth U. S. infantry, with sergeant Favour, one 
corporal atid twenty privates, were detailed on 
this service. They were accompanied by nn 
an interpreter. How, or at what place it is not 
stated, but tho whole of Lt. Grattan's party 
were killed without exception. 
They must 


have been victims of n deliberately contrived 
plot, on the part of the Indian?, to waylay and 
murder them. 
In no other way could such a 


number of men have all been killed without at 
least a:i equal number of tho foo having fallen 
in the encounter. The massacre was committed 
on the 18th ult. 


It is also stated, that when the express left, 


Fort Lnritno was surrounded by Indians, and 
there is reason to fear that it was destroyed by 
them. The garrison numbered one commis- 
sioned officer and about fifty men ; altogether 
too inadequate a force on so exposed a frontier. 
—St. Louis Republican.

American fur company's station, and destroyed 
till the goods which they could not carry off, 
amounting to some ten or fifteen thousand dol- 
lars worth.

troops have ,bccn ordered from Fort Kilcy, to 
tho relief of the garrison at Fort Larmie.

The senators chosen by the 
iirc'ent odd numbered districts, In the year 1S54, shall 
hold their ofllcc* until the last day of December 1650. 
The senators chosen by the present even numbered dis- 
tricts, in the year 1555, shall hold their olllcea until the 
last day of December, 1S53. Thereafter senators shall 
be chosen for the term of four years, but the leg- 
islature nt any new apportionment, shall BO clas- 
sify the senators to bo elected from nny addi- 
tional senate district, which may be formed, that the 
term of olllce of nit senators elected from even number- 
ed districts, shall expire nt the game time, und the 
term of oflice of nil those elected from odd numbered 
districts shall expire nt the same time. 


Amend Section eleven ns to read as follows: "The 


legislature shall meet at the scut of government once In 
two years, und not of.te.nur, unless convened by thu 
governor." 


Each elector may vote for or ngalnst the first of the 


above named Amendments by depositing a ballot con- 
taining tho following words : " For amendment to ? cc- 
tlon four," or " against amendment to section four;" nnd 
for cr ngainst tlie second of the nbovo nraeii'lmdnts by 
depositing n ballot containing the words, " for amend- 
ment to section live," or "ngalnst amendment to sec- 
tion five ;" nnd for or ngalnst the third of the above 
amendments by depositing a ballot containing the 
words " for amendment to section eleven," or "ngalnst 
amendment to section eleven." The votes given by 
any elector for or ngnlnst any or nil of said amendments 
nhnlt be on one ballot, nnd to be deposited In a separate 
box prepared for tfie purpose. The qualification of the 
electors to be thu same, nnd the votes canvassed nnd 
returned In the same manner na In election for state 
officer*.

Who but politicians would have thought of dis- 
turbing ti compromise of thirty yeais standing, 
nnd thus re-open an irritating question, which 
might under nny circumstances have been post- 
poned for years, nnd probably altogether avoid- 
ed? Who but politicians would have prostitu- 
ted nil the (unctions and oflices of the govern- 
ment to mere party and personal uses?

but politicians would have made the interests 
of n local institution abhorrent to every humane 
sentiment nnd 
outraging every piinciple of 


human nnd divine justice, the paramount object 
of their labors and the stepping stone to their 
ind ividual advancement ? Mr. Wnshbnrne, we 
nre well pleased, docs not belong to this cluss 
of "public men," and wo nre better pleased that 
his necessities will not compel him to nn assim- 
ilation with them.

AT FOKT L.UIMIK,—Information of on authentic 
character has been "received at Jefferson Bar- 
racks, from Fort Larmic announcing tho trea- 
cherous slaughter of a detachment of United 
States troop?, by the Sioux'Indians.. 


Our information is that about the middle of 


August a Sioux Indian killed an ox belonging 
to an emigrant, near Fort Larmic. The chief 
thereupon sent a messenger to Lt. Flemming, 
tho officer in command of the fort, requesting 
him to send a force to him, and ho would de- 
liver up the offender.. Lieut. Grattan, of Co. G. 
Oth U. S. infantry, with sergeant Favour, one 
corporal atid twenty privates, were detailed on 
this service. They were accompanied by nn 
an interpreter. How, or at what place it is not 
stated, but tho whole of Lt. Grattan's party 
were killed without exception. 
They must 


have been victims of n deliberately contrived 
plot, on the part of the Indian?, to waylay and 
murder them. 
In no other way could such a 


number of men have all been killed without at 
least a:i equal number of tho foo having fallen 
in the encounter. The massacre was committed 
on the 18th ult. 


It is also stated, that when the express left, 


Fort Lnritno was surrounded by Indians, and 
there is reason to fear that it was destroyed by 
them. The garrison numbered one commis- 
sioned officer and about fifty men ; altogether 
too inadequate a force on so exposed a frontier. 
—St. Louis Republican.

American fur company's station, and destroyed 
till the goods which they could not carry off, 
amounting to some ten or fifteen thousand dol- 
lars worth.

tho relief of the garrison at Fort Larmie.

rVugust a Sioux Indian killed an ox belonging 
to nn emigrnnt, near Fort Larmio. Tho chief 
thereupon sent a messenger to Lt. Flemming, 
tho officer in command of the fort, requesting 
him to send n force to him, nnd ho would de- 
liver up the ofl'eiider. 
Lieut. Grattan, of Co. G. 


(1th U. S. infantry, with sergeant Favour, one 
cot-pond nnd twenty privates, were detailed on 
this service. 
They were accompanied by an 


an interpreter. How, or nt what place it is not 
stated, but the whole of Lt. Grattan's party 
were killed without exception. 
They must 


have been victims of n deliberately contrived 
plot, on the part of the Indians, to waylay and 
murder them. 
In no other way could Hitch a 


number of men have all been killed without at 
least an equal number oftho foo having fallen 
in the encounter. Tho massacre was committed 
on the 18th nit. 


It is also stated, that when tho oxpro=n left, 


Fort Lnriina was surrounded by Indians, and 
there is reason to fear that it was destroyed by 
them. 
The garrison numbered one commis- 


sioned officer and about fifty men; altogether 
too inadequate a force on so exposed a frontier.
